About a week ago wo dircctod at 
toiition to llio uupardouablo dilatori 
noRS displayed by tho Executivo in the 
matter of amelioratiug tho deplorable 
cou'^lition of the liinaticH, and tho 
bungling aud wretched attomjit at last 
being made with that object; and wo 
B^lected the case of the repairs made 
' dii'' Government House to show, by 
way of contrast, how very ill judged 
was tho discrimination of tho Execu- 
tive,— how much greater solicitudo 
was shown for tho mere luxury of a 
Governor than for the decent comfort, 
nay, tho very cxistoncoof tho tivo malo 
and two — we might have said three 
iomale lunatics immured in Yictoriii 
Gaol. Some one evidently in Govern 
mont circles, has taken up the anony- 
mous pen in defense of his masters, 
not inaptly adopting as a uom de 
plume "A Lunatic at Large." Instead, 
however, of defending tlio Executive 
which ho could not do, he makes a per 
sonal ntiaek upon ourselves, wliicli lie 
is welcome to do. But this sneakin, 
parasite who battens at the public crib 
oilght to have known that two blacks 
don't mako a wliite — that, even ail- 
mitting ourselves to be black or green 
or any other color it pleasoth him to 
paint us, that don't make tho Ministry 
white. Tho case of the lunatics was 
contrasted with that of C'rovemment 
House, not because it by any means 
formed a solitary instance of Executive 
jirocrastinatiou, but because tho illus 
tratiou employed was under the im 
mediate eve (jf this couimunity. Un- 
fortunately there is scarcely a District 
in the Province that tloes not furnish 
'instances of tho most glaring dilatori- 
ness, instances, too, where no friendly 
"Female Infirmary" promises sheltcir 
from merited public indignation. Itia 
not impossible that in seeldng to make 
a point against a contemijoraiy iu 
( June, we may then have looked with 
too lenient eyo upon Executive tar- 
diness. But Juno is not October 
There is an important dilYoronce be 
tween two months' delay and seven — is 
there not ? Then, in regard to tho 
manner of it, — were we wrong iu our 
protest against the scandalous mis- 
use of public money across the harbor ? 
From a leading article which sulise- 
(pientl}' ajipearod in our local con- 
temporary, it would seem not. From 
the contractor's publi.shed letter, it 
would seem not. From what has been 
enacted in the establishment since the 
removal of the lunatics, it would ap- 
pear not. All these testify to tho mod- 
eration of our criticism. At tho risk of 
paying too much attention to an anony- 
mous hireling, there is just one point 
that appears to call for a few remarks. 
This joui'nal is accused of making a 
personal attack upon the Governor, a 
thing, wo are reminded, unusual and 
imj^roper under a responsible fr)rm of 
administration. Had the Lunatic 
"making this cliarge been in the ])os- 
sessiou of his mental faculties, or had 
he known as much of the theoiy of that 

. form of government upon which ho 
presumes to lecture otliers as would 
eatitlehim to assume tho functions of 
mentor, ho would liave been aware 
that our article contained no personal 
attack whatever upon His Excel loncj'. 
The repairs made with such eager 
and, under all the circumstances, inde- 
cent haste u]>on (Government House 
were mads under authority of a vo'oof 
the Legislative Assembly; and for the 
time and manner of that, as well as of 
all other expenditures of [pub- 
lic money, the Ministiy alone 
are responsible. The Governor 
had notliiiig to do with it, or, at least, 
shouldhavo ha(t nothing to do with it. 
Our reiuarlvS could not, therefore, be 

■ construed into a pci'sonal attacl: iiijoii 
His J'lxcelleucv, unlf.'ss, indeed, by 
minds wli(d]y uiifaniibar with tho very 
first principles of Kesjjon.sible Govern- 
ment.

Yet tw< nty days more and the rate- 
payers of \ i( toria will be called upon 
to (iL'Tmili'Iy <lci'i(lo who shall bo Maj-or 
and wlio sh.all ho (loiiucillors for the suc- 
ceeding I wclveiuoiiths. Tho inditlbrenco 
n'suivlly tliaplayed by tiiis community iii 
respect of civic adiuiiiistration is a condi- 
tion wliicli lias repeatedly been tho sub- 
ject of laiiK-ntatiDU !Uid roinousti'uiice, and 
allhdituli some sliglit iiniiruvciiiciit in llie 
tonooftliopublie mind may lio iiei-ee])tibl(!, 
yet we rogrot to say that tliis fatnl lethai-- 
pry still pervades tho coinmnnily tn an 
alanniiiK extent. It is nut unusual for 
j)(ditieal eli'etioUB to 1)0 i)roceded by 
nHHiths iif cKcitomeul and active eanvass- 
ini/; aiid yi t. aH hi . ;i;.'h witliin lhr(>i,' weeks 
of the civic eleclinn, nut a wnvtl is Iniaril, 
not a moveiueut is .seen to iiulieato tiial 
the public are ovon conscious of tho fact. 

- Have the people thought of tho iiaport.inl 
interests involved in the words "Civii" 
Admini>itridii)ny" Tlio unli:i|ipy e.xpeii- 
ouccs of tin; year now drawing tn a cl(is(> 

. Bhoidd, one would think, have tau^dit an 
important lesson on this poiiil. Surely it 
'qiiuiipt so Boon havo been forgotten that 
when tlie rateimyors are electing a Mayor 
and'Conncillors they are at the same tmio 
elcctili!; a Hoard of Health and a Board 
of Scliool Trii.stces. Nor should they fail 
to view thi'ir duty of seh'clinK a Mayor 
and Coiincillor.s in the' lifdit of tlu^ greatly 
eiilai'ged powers in all ju-obability a))ont 
to 1)0 conforrcd, and the now responsibili- 
lies about to accrue from such ontor))rises 
as tho Water Works and other iniportant 
uiidurtakiii.Lfs in aud around the city. In 
sliort, the i'jro|)erly-owners and ratepayers 
would do well to remember that on tluj 
manner in which Ihey discharge tiieir 
'duty at tho approae.liing rdectiou luu,-,!, in 
M>(;K^at.jneiwure dopeud the fato of Yio- 



toria — wluithor slib is to become that

The New Cathedral. 

The term Gotliio ia a modern error, [Tjo- 
yond correction, however, and uned to 
designate a kiud of arehitoeturo diatin- 
guiahed by pointml arclios. According to 
Bomo anihoritios it cnino to us from Gov- 
many dnrin^' the 13tli contury. Accord- 
ing to otlii'VH the Criisiulorr! iiitrocliu'od it 
from tli(! Kii.'-t. 

When tho circuliii' XdriiKiu arch dissi])- 
pearod, about thr. _>oar IKSII, tlio oarly 
jSnylisli Ciotluc couiiiuMiccil. Froui tho 
year 1300, our aroliitocturo bocajuu juoro 
ornamental and received the name of tho 
Decorated English Style which isconsidcr- 
od tho nio.st beautiful for oecloniastical 
Im 1 Huf^s. Tlio orif^in of Iho Gotiroor 
pointed urrh is ono of tho dis[iutod pouits 
of ari'liitui'tiiri'. lii^hop AYaiburlon rc- 
fiM's it to tho acoi(UMital iutorlaciugs inul 
crossings of the boiij^hs of trees. Again 
a prevalent oi)inion is that it originated 
in tho intorsi'otionH of the rounded or cir- 
,oulnr ari'hi's of the Norman architi^otiirc. 
Etjccnt tliscovi'rics, liowtivL-r, uuiidst thu 
ruins of Xinovoh havo shown tiiat tho 
poinfi'dai-cli was faniiliiir to tho .-VsHyrians. 
English Clothio is clainu'd as peculiarly 
national. Oruaniont aftor ornumont -was 
added, till simplicity and purity of style 
disappeared beneath extravagant addi 
tions, and in bSSO it ol)tainod tho title of 
Florid. Jlonry Vll's C'lmiud at Wostmin- 
fcttor is an example of this stylo. 

Those reminiseouees of tlio Old World 
fiuggest themselves as we look at our now 
Cathedral. What particular style of 
Gothic architecture Pugin wonld class it 
under we are at a los.s to estimate, not be- 
ing ourselves arehiteets. But wo are free 
to Confess that whatever tho mother stylo, 
its (Colonial (ill'spring is a jioor reproduc- 
tion. And lu^ro we Wduld join issue oven 
with tho designer of tho gateway of Mag- 
dalen College, Oxford, wore his verdict 
againat ua. We could wish we had at 
' hand his work on "Contrasts; or a paral- 
lel betw(>on the Xoblo Edifices of thi> 1-lth 
and b")th t'enturics and similar building.s 
of the present deeay of 'I'asto," and bo for- 
tunate onough to have Mr. Tiodunm's 
opinion on it. 

As seen from its West end tho Cathedral 
seems cramped at the gable endH of the 
navG. It has a sort of consuniptivi> look 
aboutit. Tlie towprisaltogothertoo heavy. 
One would say that it meant to bully its 
narrow-chested companion beneath and 
to say, '■fhundi, if you don't do as 1 tell 
you, I'd sit uiicin you anil crush you ! " 

On entering, bowover, our lirst disiij)- 
pointment gives way before the solemn 
look, the harmonizing effect, and siniide 
grandeur of tho interior: The groniid 
jilan it till' Liitin rrw>s. Tho aisles are, 
Iji'rliajjs, too wide for tlio nave, ycl give 
it bv contrast an imi)osing heit,'ht. The 
vestry a'ul choir are well designed and 
better tinished. The mnllions and tra- 
cery of the windows uro good. Tho clus- 
ter of .small pillars supjiorting tho roof is 
very.eflfectiye. The siini)lieity of tlu' coil- 
ing ia not wanting in beauty.'

T'lio weight 
of its vaults and ronfs is uphold at a groat 
height liy su])])i irtei's acting at single 
points a^jd api)a!-(Mitly but barely sullici- 
ent to oll'ei't their object. Great mechani- 
cal .skill is neces ;ary in ballanciiig anil 
sustaining tho pn.ssui-es; and architects 
of tho present day, hampered by princi- 
ples of economy, lind it difficult to accom- 
plish wl):it was achieved by tho builders 
of the middlit a'-^e. 

In this ie^;i)ect Mv. Tiedenian deserves 
tho credit of ha%in;-; built a gomi substan- 
tial oditico. and of having made tlio juost 
of his materials and opportuoitios,
